(a) Several of the drawings are not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(3) 
because the font size is too small. 

(b) "15A", "15B", "16A", "16B" should replace "15a", "15b", "16a", "16b", 
respectively, in accordance with 37 CFR 1.84(u)(1).

The specification is objected to because it must be amended to include the view 
numbers "15A", "15B", "16A", "16B", as discussed above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



4. Claims 1-70 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Majeti etal., EP 0 742 658 A2. 

Majeti et al. describe a carrier network that serves as a cable distribution system 
that flexibly transmits data over "a common media ...such as ... cable, optical fiber or 
even free space", thus including the common data-over-cable standard within its scope. 
Majeti et al. further teaches at least an "Intermediate Network" as a local network (note 
column 2, lines 33 et seq.) The Majeti et al. system monitors bandwidth from a plurality 
of users over a period of time and uses the information gathered to determine a future 
bandwidth allocation. 



States. 
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As for the use of coaxial cable, note coaxial cable 110. As for the connectivity of 
equipment, note Figure 2. The Majeti systems further maintains QOS standards, as 
claimed. Note column 6, lines 56-57 and column 7, line 10. As for providing internet 
access through the network, note column 3, lines 17-19. As for the claimed times for 
monitoring, the Majeti et al. system is dynamic and based on requests, so each of the 
claimed time periods falls within the scope of the Majeti et al. system.
